It was bound to hagpen. 
Especially since this hurricane 
season has been unlike any 
other in years. Eventually, we 
would hear-the word "Fuji- 
whara." 

It was first mentioned about 
two weeks ago when three 
tropical systems weré wander- 
ing around the Atlantic Ocean. 
It was brought up again last 
week when a record-tying four, 
systems, three hurricanes and 
one tropical storm, were churn- 
ing through the Atlantic. 

The way this hurricane sea- 


son is going "Fujiwhara" is a 
phrase we may be hearing very. 


~ often. We've seen 12 named 


storms so far and the hurri- 
cane season is only half over. 

Fujiwhara is the name of a 
Japanese meteorologist who 
answered a question that I 
hear every time I visit an area 
classroom: what happens when 
two tropical systems. run into 
each other? 

Through laboratory and 
observational studies, this bril- 
liant researcher came up with 
the answer in 1921, His discov- 
ery, which we call the "Fuji- 
whara Effect", seems even 
more remarkable considering 
he didn't have radar or satel- 


- lite data to help in his 


research, 

бо, what does happen. when 
two systems run into each oth- 
er? Well, they do a little dance, 
a little do-si-do, on the square- 
dance floor of the ocean. 

Fujiwhara discovered that 
when tropical storms or hurri- 
canes of comparable size get

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within 900 miles of each other 
their. wind circulations begin to 
steer each other in a counter- 
clockwise direction. In other 
words, the storms begin to 
rotate around each other. 

This rotating or dance can go 
on for some time. Usually, one 
of the storms weakens and 
eventually dissipates while the 
other continues on its merry way. 

Our most recent example of 
the Fujiwhara Effect came just. 
over one year ago. Last August, 
Typhoon Doug was drifting 
over the Yellow Sea not far 
from China. The hurricane 
abruptly stopped, turned 
around and headed back in the 
other opposite direction. 

Doug reversed course 
because another typhoon, this 
one called Ellie, came calling. 
The two systems did a quick 
two-step in the Yellow Sea 
before Doug dissipated. 1%7уав 
a classic Fujiwhara effect. 

Sometimes the two tropical 
systems will not only dance 
with each other but actually 
cóalesce into one much bigger 
storm. The last time the merg- 
er of two hurricanes occurred 
was in September of last year 
when typhoons Ruth and Pat 
formed a unique partnership. 
Thankfully, Pat/Ruth never hit 
land. The storm wandered 
around the North Pacific for a 
few days before dissipating. 

The Fujiwhara Effect is a 
rare event. It is more likely to 
occur in the Pacific Ocean 
because that body of water 
tends to experience more tropi. 
cal systems. Until this year, 
multiple systems in the 
Atlantic were uncommon; The 
làst time two storms did the 
Fujiwhara in the Atlantic was 
September of 1991. 

The dance floor may get 
crowded this year. If it does, 
let's hope these partners keep 
doing their do-si-do's in the 
middle of the ocean.

This Sept.'16 marks the 
430th anniversary of the mili- 
tia in Florida, and it is from 
this date the Florida National 
Guard traces its heritage. 

Sixteenth-century Florida 
was contested ground between 
Spain, England and France; 
because the nation that could 
control the peninsula could 
control the shipping routes 
(and hence the flow of gold) 
between the New World and 
Europe. ~ 

But it took more than expedi- 
tionary force to control the 
New World; settlers were nec- 
essary to make a military 
colony successful. 

It was on that September day 
in 1565 that the newly-arrived 
settlers in St. Augustine 
defended their presidio, while 
the Spanish regulars marched 
north to defeat the French at 
Fort Caroline. 

From that day forward, the 
militia in Florida has been con- 
tinuously headquartered in St. 
Augustine, the nation's oldest 
city. 

"Today, the Florida National 
Guard does so much more than 
did the Spaniard militiaman. 
As first Spain, the then Britain 
and Spain agaiñ, ruled Florida 
The'militia were used primari- 
ly as a home defense force. 
Rarely did they campaign far 
from hearth or home. 

But as the new American 
revolution necessitated; the 


. militia became a world-class" 


fighting force. And that same 
American militia fought the ' 
War of 1812, the Civil War, the 
Indian Wars, and supplied the 
great bulk of the Army that 
fought World Wars One and 
‘Two, and the Persian Gulf War. 

Now the, Florida National 
Guard, this state's militia, is a 
vital part of the'reserve compo- 
nent of the nation's Army and 
Air Force. * 

The Florida Army National 
Guard has one of the Army's 
only 13 light infantry brigades; 
‘six of the 13 are in the active 


component, the other seven are 
in the Army National Guard. 

The Florida Air National 
Guard» currently defends the 
nation's airspace, from Jack- 
sonville to Key West to Pen- 
sacola. 

Within two years, the Florida 
Air National Guard will be 
responsible for the entire 
southeast U.S. air defense sec- 
tor, from Virginia to Texas. 

We, your state militia, fly 
attack helicopters, operate the 
signal networks, and provide 
the logistics support for the 
total Army and Air Force. 

This nation depends on the 
National Guard. 

We also provide Florida with 
a military force that the gover- 
nor can count on, whether for 
hurricane relief, or to support 
to law enforcement in the war 
on drugs, or return calm to the 
city streets. 

We provide the state's Rapid 
Impact Assessment Teams the 
transportation and communi- 
cation that make it possible for 
the state*to respond to a catas- 
trophic disaster. Wé fly mari- 
juana eradication missions for 
the county sheriffs. We've been 
on the streets when needed, to 
help law enforcement and to 
pretect neighborhoods. 

Then as now though, the 
militia is made of citizen sol- 
diers. Thirteen thousand 
Floridians serve in the Nation- 
al Guard, out of a state with 13 
million .residents.. Florida 
guardsmen are Ge one in a 
thousand! 

We're in 56 NC in 
the state, from Homestead to 
Pensacola. We are involved in 
each of these cities and towns, 


helping to educate our youth. "

As to the unorganized mili- 
tia, there is still provision for a 
state defense force, if needed.

War II, when the Florida 
National Guard mobilized in 
1940, and left the state int 
1942, 

My father served what was 
then known as the Florida 
State Guard, and his discharge 
certificate hangs on my office 
wall. 

Should such a force ever be 
needed again, it could be called 
by the governor, and would € 
report up under the state agen- 
cy I head as the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Florida, the Departrient 
of Military Affairs. 

The future of the militia 
should be bright. Yes, like the 
‘active Army and Air Force, the 
National Guard is downsizing. 
We in Florida will continue (оф 
feel the effects of winning the 
Cold War:

in school postal system

Students at Pahokee Elementary are learning how to write let- 
ters by using an in-school post office. The “Wee Déliver” program 
is a national program designed by thie U.S. Post Office to promote 
literacy and to teach students the value of work and job responsi- 
bility. Pahokee Elementary School is starting its’ student-operat- 
ed post office for the second year. 

The students completed applications and took a school version 
of a postal exam. Qualified candidates were then required to 
come for an interview. Students wore suits or dresses to the 
interviews. Jonathan Wallace, our sixth grade Postmaster, even 
carried a briefcase. Many students prepared typed resumes. 

Approximately 70 students representing grades 1-6 were cho- 
sen to be postal employees. They work on a rotating schedule 
allowing many students to hold positions. Students who did not 
receive a job will have the opportunity to apply again after the 
first report cards. The students work in such positions as post- 
master, stamp canceller, mail carriers, and even stamp vendors. 
The stamp vendors sell our stamps that were designed by stu- 
dents-last year for one penny. They have recently added the sale 
of greeting cards and gifts to their service. 
` The school is. dividéd into different towns and streets which 
have all been named after stars, Each hallway is a different town 
with its’ own zip code and each classroom is a different street. 
The mail carriers are assigned their own mail route. One of the 
mail carriers that was just hired is a visually impaired student. 
He delivers mail with a partner. Braille nameplates have been 
placed on all of the classroom doors in that hallway. Braille cards 
are also placed qn all of the bundles of mail that he delivers.

How to handle weather

Getting caught "in a blow" 
might have been an exhilarat! 
ing experience in the movies 
of ‘a generation ago, but it's 
not mych fun in real life. 

Today’s pleasure boats can 

@handle surprisingly heavy 

weather safely, but it’s the 
discomfiture that you don't 
need. Avoid being out in a 
boat during a storm if at all 
possible. 

The best way to do that is to 
stay tuned to a U.S. Weather 
Service or commercial radio 
station for forecasts. In the 
event the forecast is “iffy,” 
stay home or boat close to 
shore so you can get to shelter 
quickly. This seems like obvi- 
ous advice, but every summer 
the Coast Guard has to rescue 
boaters during storms that 
were expected and forecast,

casts, a product boat skipper ” 


keeps his "weather eye 
peeled." The disadvantage a 
boater has—there's no shelter 
in open water—is offset by his 
visibility advantage. Because 
there are no visual obstruc- 
tions when he's in open water, 
hé can see thé cloud forma- 
tions on the. horizon which 
warn of bad weather. 

Watch the western horizon, 
the direction from which most 


of our weather comes, When a , 


cloud begins to thicken and 
grow vertically, there's a 
chance of a shower. If it con- 
tinues to.grow darker and 
spread, you may be watching 
the development of a thunder- 
storm.
